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Tesco threatens to 
pull out of Portland

PORTLAND came close 
to losing its new Tesco su¬ 
permarket after the store 
giant said it would pull out 
unless the council allowed 
it to sell newspapers and 
magazines. 

Planners finally voted 8- 
3 to vary conditions at¬ 
tached to the scheme to 
permit such sales, but 
some councillors were not 
happy at Tesco’s “threat¬ 
ening” stance. 

The decision by Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland’s 
planning committee - 
which went against coun¬ 
cil officers’ advice — 
came after a polarisation 
of views. 


Members heard that 164 
letters had been sent to the 
council objecting to any 
relaxation of the condition 
banning the new Tesco 
from selling newspapers 
and magazines, a restric¬ 
tion imposed two months 
ago on the advice of con¬ 
sultants. 

Furious objectors claimed 
that lifting it would not 
only hit local shops but 
potentially open the flood¬ 
gates for future Tesco ap¬ 
plications for things such 
as a pharmacy, something 
the store denied. 


Supporters said Portland 
faced ridicule if its Tesco 
was the only one nation¬ 
ally with a newspaper 
sales ban, but Tesco went 
even further and said it 
was a case of - no permis¬ 
sion, no store. 

Paddy Fox, director of 
developers Chelverton, 
said that if councillors 
agreed to relax the restric¬ 
tion then the store would 
go ahead and be open by 
November 2010. 

But he warned: “With¬ 
out it Tesco will not open 
and they will not trade.” 


Planning chairman 
Councillor Peter Farrell 
strongly supported lifting 
the ban and said: “Are we 
seriously being asked to 
believe that granting per¬ 
mission for such sales will 
decimate all the local 
paper shops?” 

Councillor Christine 
James said she found it 
hard to believe that selling 
a few newspapers could 
affect the vitality of Eas¬ 
ton while Councillor John 
Nash agreed and said: 
“There are 220 jobs at 
stake here.” 

But Councillor Margaret 
Leicester claimed she had 
warned from the start that 


Tesco would get develop¬ 
ment permission and then 
immediately try to change 
restrictive conditions. 

She added: “We seem to 
be being threatened that if 
Tesco don’t get what they 
want they will go.” 

Councillor John 

Birtwistle agreed and 
said: “I refuse to believe 
that the viability of a su¬ 
permarket depends on 
being able to sell maga¬ 
zines and newspapers and 
I certainly don’t like being 
told that if we don’t relax 
this condition then Tesco 
will throw their toys out 
of the pram and not come 
here.” 


Councillor Geoff Peth- 
erick said the supermarket 
would represent 10 per 
cent of employment on 
Portland and lead to the 
island having one of the 
lowest unemployment fig¬ 
ures in the area. 

Councillor Mark 

Tewkesbury said that if 
the condition was relaxed 
then remaining ones had 
to be nailed down hard 
“so we won’t be sitting 
here in three years time 
discussing a filling sta¬ 
tion”. 

Members then approved 
the condition banning 
newspaper and magazine 
sales being relaxed.

The latter is sometimes 
regarded as taboo by many but once transferred into 
life in general, competition is evident in all walks of life 
from sport itself to job interviews. 

■ DO computer games deter young people from 
sport? 

Speaking from first hand experience with our own lads, 
computer games seem to dominate far too much spare 
time and therefore can deter youngsters from many 
forms of exercise. Once people become more active 
they often turn their hand to sports so without these 
computer games I am sure we would have a far more 
healthy and active nation. 

■ WHAT is the most popular sporting discipline at 
the leisure centre, and why do you think that is? 

The most popular activity at Osprey Leisure Centre 
without doubt is swimming, for several reasons. Not 
only does it span the generations where grandparents 
often take children swimming with them but it helps 
with general fitness.

The new Friday youth club stems from the successful 
summer trial when up to 80 11 to 16 year-olds used the 
centre for swimming, football, streetdance, table tennis 
and pool. We have only had one week since we started 
afresh and initial interest is very encouraging despite 
the awful weather last weekend! At least the children 
could stay dry for just £1 for the evening. 

■ WHO would you most like to play a round of golf 
with? 

Although I would have liked a game with Seve Balles¬ 
teros because he was amazing at getting out of trou¬ 
blesome situations like I often find myself in, I think I 
would have to say Tiger Woods these days. What an in¬ 
ternational superstar. 



■ WHAT do you like about working on Portland? 

It’s absolutely wonderful working for the local commu¬ 
nity as there is a great feeling of achievement, not only 
for me but the rest of the team, when we see local peo¬ 
ple benefiting from their local leisure centre being 
open for public use. From the time that we opened to 
the community in 2007 user visits have doubled to ap- 
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proximately 80,000 per year. It is particularly satisfying 
to see the older generation using the facility through¬ 
out the day and plenty of children making use of the 
activities after school and at the weekends. 

■ WHICH three people from throughout history 
would you invite for a dinner party or a drink in the 
pub? 

I would really enjoy the chance to talk to Richard Bran¬ 
son about his life story as he started with nothing as a 
student and must now be one of the most successful 
businessmen. 

I would also have loved to have been in the company 
of Winston Churchill as, not only was he a wonderful 
leader when the going got tough, but to hear all of the 
memorable sayings he gets quoted for first-hand and 
to see if he had any more to add for history. 

It would also be superb to meet Ian Botham to talk 
about his amazing sporting exploits, his charity work 
and his bad boy reputation when he was a player (but 
I wouldn't like to pay his bar bill at the end of it). 

■ DO you prefer beach or adventure holidays? 
What would be your dream destination? 

These days I prefer a beach holiday linked to the odd 
game of tennis or golf. An adventure holiday, with the 
exception of skiing, would probably feel too much of 
a busman's holiday. My dream destination would be 
Australia where Sydney and the Great Barrier reef are 
'must sees'. 

■ IF you were stuck on a desert island, which three 
things would you want to take with you and why? 

A Swiss army knife for obvious reasons of survival and 
utility; a solar powered mobile phone to tell everyone 
back home how good the weather was and thirdly Ant 
and Dec for when solitude became unbearable and I 
could shout, "I'm a survivor, get me out of here"!

Home near tower backed 

PLANNERS have backed a two-bedroom home being 
built near the Grade II listed coastguard station look¬ 
out tower off Westhill Road, Weymouth. 

The scheme, which also includes the demolition of 
some outbuildings, attracted concern from objectors 
worried that the development might impact on the 
1886 building which was "very rare nationally". 

They claimed that the new structure paid "no regard 
to existing architecture" and that any development 
should be more sympathetic. 

But members of Weymouth and Portland's planning 
committee heard that the design had made "significant 
progress" with council officers in an attempt to comple¬ 
ment the look-out. 

Bio fuel plans 

REVISED plans for the controversial "green energy" plant 
on Portland will not be heard by councillors until next 
year. 

Weymouth and Portland Borough Council planning 
and traffic committee, who had previously turned the 
proposals down, will not discuss the application until 
January 6 th at the earliest. 

The plan by W4BRE Limited for the eco bio-fuel plant 
adjoining Balaclava Bay could create up to 22 jobs for 
the area. 



Plan to bring well paid 
jobs to the borough 


WEYMOUTH and Portland are battling to increase local 
wage rates by attracting high paid new jobs. 

The borough’s pay levels are among the worst in the 
country and a special council report warns that the de¬ 
parting tide of local young talent will increase unless 
something is done. 

Economic development spokesman Councillor Geoff 
Petherick has spent an entire year researching the grow¬ 
ing problem, investigating possible solutions and talking 
to businesses. 

He said: “I believe that the only way to get the wage 
rate up is to attract big businesses or divisions of big busi¬ 
ness which can offer their employees a high wage. 

“I’m talking about the likes of international communi¬ 
cations, software development and management consul-

tancy companies. 

“We are also looking to attract creative media compa¬ 
nies which do interactive television and high tech marine 
and green companies which are researching things such 
as wind and wave power generation.” 

Mr Petherick said a prime example of generating new 
jobs would come through schemes such as a new armour- 
plated troop carrier being developed in Weymouth and 
trialled at Bovington Camp. 

He added: “Soldiers die in explosions because their 
bodies accelerate from nought to 1,000mph in a split sec¬ 
ond. 


“This new carrier has a suspended floor and an angled 
base to deflect the blast, it has really interested defence 
experts and any official support once trials are complete 
is bound to have huge job benefits for the area. 

“This is what we want. High end top quality well paid 
posts to keep South Dorset’s top young talent gainfully 
employed in Weymouth, Portland and Dorchester.” 

All such business ideas, initiatives and projects together 
with a raft of suggestions are contained in a special report 
which is due to go before the council’s management com¬ 
mittee on December 1st. 

Mr Petherick said: “I hope my colleagues will back this 
wide-ranging and vital approach towards attracting the 
type of jobs we so urgently need so local people can earn 
the level of wages they deserve.” 


Student ambassadors to visit China 


STUDENTS from Wey¬ 
mouth College are to be¬ 
come ambassadors for 
the borough in a unique 
programme that will see 
them travel to China and 
the home of the 2008 
Olympics. 

Six students will be se¬ 
lected to take part in the 
The Student Ambassa¬ 
dors programme and will 
make the journey next 
year to visit their counter¬ 
parts in China, to discuss 
the legacy for young peo¬ 
ple of hosting the 
Olympics. 

The week's all-expenses 
paid trip will take the stu¬ 
dents to Qingdao, which 
hosted the 2008 Olympic 
watersports events, and 
Beijing amongst other 
places. 

Students will then 
record a daily blog and 
video diaries charting 
their experiences of meet¬ 
ing people who played a 
key part in organising, as 
well as students who be¬ 
came volunteers during 
the 2008 Games. 


The scheme is being led 
by Weymouth College's 
Deputy Principal Paul 
Lonsdale, and Emma 
Cogan, Director of Adult 
and Community Learning. 

The programme will be 
incorporated into media 
studies, with the college's 
students tasked with mo¬ 
tivating other students to 
join the programme using 
videos created in the de¬ 
partment. 

Mr Lonsdale said: 
"Young people should be 
at the heart of the 
Olympics. This ambassa¬ 
dors programme is all 
about encouraging our 
students to expand their 
horizons and challenge 
themselves. 

"We want our students 
to feel proud of Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland as 
the focus of the world's at¬ 
tention in the watersports 
events and to realise that 
everyone can share in the 
Olympic dream without 
having to be a world class 
athlete." 

Mr Lonsdale said he also 
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wanted the younger end 
of the community to have 
more of a say in how 2012 
would improve their lives 
through the investments 
being made now. 

The launch of the pro¬ 
gramme was marked by a 
visit from Grace Liang, a 
senior member of the For¬ 
eign Affairs Office of the 
Qingdao Municipal Gov¬ 
ernment in China. 

The visit, part of the bor¬ 
ough's countdown to the 
2012 Olympics, saw Mrs 
Liang talk to students 
about the legacy of the 
Olympics in her home¬ 
town which hosted the 
2008 watersports events. 

Weymouth College stu¬ 
dents will also give their 
views on the Olympic val¬ 
ues of friendship, excel¬ 
lence, respect, equality, 
inspiration, determina¬ 
tion and courage during a 
1,000 Voices Project.

tinue to convert carbon dioxide into 
oxygen and counteract global warm¬ 
ing. 

“If you want, we can label your tree 
so you get the same one each year. 
We have a special rooting system 
which prevents the trees growing 
taller too quickly but makes them 
bushier and healthier throughout the 
year. This means you can have the 
same tree for several years before it 
gets too tall. When the tree does be¬ 
come too tall for your home, it will 
go out again to schools or businesses 
and will eventually be given away to 
a worthy cause where it be kept alive 
for the rest of its natural life.” 

Helped by website designer Julian 
May of Westcountry Online Limited, 
the scheme has now gone online and 
the trees are sold nationally and are 
proving a great success. 

Besides Evans and hundreds of 
others, the Archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury, Royal Bank of Scotland and 
Westland Helicopters have pur¬ 
chased trees.

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Young people can stay 
in their homes, thanks 
to charity's support

VULNERABLE young people living in Weymouth’s sup¬ 
ported housing no longer face eviction in the new year 
after a charity stepped in to take over the running of the 
vital service. 

The doors of both Anvil Housing and Sanderson Hous¬ 
ing will stay open following a decision by Dorset ADHD 
Support Group to take over the running of the two prem¬ 
ises as of February 1st, 2010, after recognising an urgent 
need for the service. 

The homes were set to close early next year but, thanks 
to the efforts of the voluntary organisation, the 21 young 
people currently living in the premises will now be able 
to stay on at the improved facilities. 

Residents’ spokesman Rosie Bennett, 17, said: “Every¬ 
one in the house is ecstatic about it. If it hadn’t stayed 
open we would all have had to find new housing to live 
in, and January wasn’t far off and everyone was worried 
for the new year. 

“This place is great for people our age and in our situa¬ 
tion. Living here makes us realise how lucky we are hav¬ 
ing a place like this to come to.” 

However, Ms Bennett was critical of Supporting People, 
the organisation that withdrew funding from the two 
premises, who, she said, had done nothing to help the 14 
people at Sanderson House find new accommodation. 

Dorset ADHD comprises of a committee made up solely 
of volunteers who provide support on a one-to-one basis 
and parent group meetings for those with Attention 
Deficit Hyperactivity Disorder (ADHD). 

As a charity the organisation will be able to access fund¬ 
ing for the service through grants and applications from 
other big bodies and agencies. 

Chairman for Dorset ADHD, Margaret Allsopp, said: 
“We have an absolute need for this in the borough, so the 
committee and charity discussed it because we have a 
high numbers of suffers with ADHD. 

“The charity has now become the landlords of the prem¬ 
ises. Everyone that was there before will be able to stay on. 


“It’s going to be supported housing because some of the 
young people have quite complex needs. 

“It was actually signed in August, but until the paper 
work and licensing process went through we didn’t want 
to announce it. 

“ Through the training we provided to the housing as¬ 
sociations we could see the impact the service had and 
the need for it.”

WORRIED residents will 
see anti-social behaviour 
and criminal activity ad¬ 
dressed on Portland after 
CCTV cameras finally ar¬ 
rived on the island. 

Police believe the new 
cameras, which cover two 
locations in Fortuneswell 
and Easton Square and gar¬ 
dens, will make a differ¬ 
ence to both the prevention 
and detection of crime. 

It is hoped the cameras will 
allay the fears of residents, 
following a recent survey 
which indicated islanders 
felt unsafe especially after 
dark. 

Portland Mayor, Council¬ 
lor Richard Paisley, said he 
hoped the cameras would 
help maintain people’s 
confidence in the safety of 
their neighbourhoods. 
“Portland has always been 
a very community orien¬ 
tated place to live, but 
crime is an increasing 
problem everywhere in 
today’s society, so the in¬ 
stallation of CCTV here on 
the island is a positive 
measure,” he said. 
“Although people may ini¬ 
tially be wary of the new 
cameras, I can assure resi¬ 
dents that their day to day 
privacy will not be com¬ 
promised.” 

The borough council have 
so far handed over 2,700 
images to police, who have 
used them to assist with 


finding a missing person 
or, as in 30 per cent of 
recorded incidents, deal 
with issues of public 
safety. 

The move follows the 
achievements of Wey¬ 
mouth’s CCTV cameras 
this summer, which in¬ 
cluded the successful pros¬ 
ecution of two men who 
carried out an horrific at¬ 
tack on a member of the 
public. 

Weymouth and Portland 
Police Section Com¬ 
mander Inspector Peter 


Meteau, acknowledged the 
installation of the cameras 
on Portland was well over¬ 
due. 

“CCTV can make a differ¬ 
ence to both the prevention 
and detection of crime,” he 
said, adding: “I have no 
doubt that the installation 
of these cameras on Port¬ 
land has added to the 
safety of both residents 
and visitors alike.” 
Councillor Ian James, 
Brief Holder for Commu¬ 
nity Safety, said it was im¬ 
portant all residents of the 


borough felt safe, espe¬ 
cially those who may be 
elderly or vulnerable 
“I believe that the installa¬ 
tion of CCTV cameras on 
Portland is a positive step 
which will help give resi¬ 
dents peace of mind,” he 
said. 

“Theft and violent crime in 
Weymouth is on the de¬ 
cline thanks to the installa¬ 
tion of cameras in the town 
centre, and I look forward 
to seeing similar excellent 
results on Portland in the 
future.”

GENEROUS residents in Weymouth and Portland are 
warned to be vigilant that charity collectors are bona 
fide after reports of unlicensed collections taking 
place. 

West Dorset District Council have reported cases of 
people collecting money under the logo of a children’s 
cancer charity in Dorset, without having a permit. 

Councillor Ian James, Brief Holder for Community 
Safety, said: “Charities who legitimately collect in the 
town centre and door-to-door rely on the generosity 
of local people in order to help the needy. 

“It is sad to think that there may be some unscrupu¬ 
lous types out there who pose as legitimate collectors, 
but people do need to be on their guard to ensure that 
collectors are bona fide. 

“It is important that charities make sure that they 
have a council permit so that donators can spot those 
who are not genuine.” 

Anyone planning on holding a charity collection in 
Weymouth and Portland must obtain a free permit 
from the borough council, which allows the council 
to monitor where the money goes and how much of it 
goes to a good cause.

Councillor urges a vote for 
democracy, not autocracy 


LAST week the View from Wey¬ 
mouth reported that Weymouth and 
Portland Borough Council’s manage¬ 
ment committee had decided to rec¬ 
ommend changes in the way the 
council is run. 

Councillor Ian Roebuck has issued 
this statement to voice his strong op¬ 
position to the proposal for the coun¬ 
cil to move to a “strong leader and 
cabinet” model of operation. 

“I am entirely opposed to this pro¬ 
posal, which I believe to be not just 
undemocratic but anti-democratic. 
Each councillor has an equal man¬ 
date, given them by their electorate 
at the ballot box, but this proposal 
would take away the right to exercise 
that mandate from all except one 
member, the leader. 

“His powers would go much fur¬ 
ther than those held by the leader and 
cabinet of the county council, and we 
in Weymouth have recently seen the 
way in which that cabinet has wholly 
failed to take into account local 
needs and feelings over the issue of 
the Women’s Refuge. I should make 
it clear that the principal failing lies 
not with the individual cabinet mem¬ 
bers, but with a system which en¬ 
courages decisions being made 
behind close doors and excluding the 
vast majority of elected members 
from any real influence over them. 


“Those faults are magnified enor¬ 
mously in the model which is being 
offered to us here today. The Act is 
explicit. Once councillors have cho¬ 
sen their leader, all the executive 
powers of the council are vested in 
him. He is there for a four year term. 
He, and no one else, chooses (and 
can sack) his deputy and his cabinet. 
He decides what their individual re¬ 
sponsibilities are. He can delegate 
decisions to them, keep the power for 
himself, or delegate it to unelected 
officers. His choice. He sets the 
budget, and it can (in existing author¬ 
ities using this model) only be over¬ 
turned by a two-thirds majority of 
the whole council. 

“This is not democracy. To borrow 
a phrase from Lord Hail sham, it is 
elective dictatorship. Anyone who 
has reached maturity knows the fol¬ 
lies and delusions to which every in¬ 
dividual can be subject. If they do 
not recognise that, they are not fit to 
govern. 

“No single individual should be 
given such unencumbered authority 
over his fellow citizens. I say this, 
irrespective of their political party. I 
would not want such powers in the 
hands of myself, or any of my group, 
when the time comes again that the 
electorate gives us their mandate, 
any more than I want it in other 


hands now. 

“And if we make this change, the 
act does not allow us to turn back. I 
must say that I am astounded by the 
alacrity with which the chairman of 
the management committee is at¬ 
tempting to leap through this trap¬ 
door, particularly as his party 
elsewhere is recognising the dangers, 
and the weaknesses, of his preferred 
model. Only last month the Conser¬ 
vative Local Government spokes¬ 
woman, Caroline Spellman, was 
cheered when she told her confer¬ 
ence ‘we will introduce legislation to 
allow councils with cabinets to move 
back to a committee system. And, 
whatever the structure, we will move 
to increase the ability of ward mem¬ 
bers to take a full part in decision 
making.’ 

“Against that background, why on 
earth should this authority volunteer 
to go through this wholly unneces¬ 
sary and counterproductive upheaval 
now? We are fortunate; we do not 
have to go down that route - we can 
stay a fourth option authority. I urge 
you, as strongly as I can, that that is 
what you should do. Vote for local 
democracy, while there is still some 
left, because I can assure you that if 
you acquiesce in this change, local 
democracy will be diminished and 
virtually extinguished.”

As the final notes of the Last Post sounded 
the solitary standard was lowered whilst res¬ 
idents and representatives from the island's 
armed forces observed the two minutes' si¬ 
lence. 

Then bugler Chief Petty Officer Damien 
Hawkins from Portland Sea Cadets sounded 
the reveille, which marked the 91 st anniver¬ 
sary of the end of World War 1, on the Novem¬ 
ber 11 th , 1911. 

■WEYMOUTH respectfully observed two 
minutes silence on Armistice Day marked by 
a gun being fired from the Nothe Fort. 

Millions died in two world wars and count¬ 
less other conflicts and shoppers in St Mary 
Street stood with heads bowed to remember 
those who made the ultimate sacrifice. 

Young and old alike paid their respects to 
the fallen, many wearing scarlet poppies as 
they stood quietly in a grey autumn morning. 

Shops, businesses and council offices also 
fell quiet on the eleventh hour of the 
eleventh day of the eleventh month as si¬ 
lence spread across the town until the Fort 
gun fired again to mark the end of the period 
of public respect.

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Yew tree saved 

A YEW behind Weymouth Fire Station near Boot Hill 
has been saved by a tree preservation order. 

Members of Weymouth and Portland planning com¬ 
mittee were told that the yew was the only tree on the 
site worth such an order which was opposed by 
Dorset Fire and Rescue Service. 

They claimed that the yew needed to be removed 
because of concerns over the structural integrity of a 
dry stone retaining wall close to the tree "and the risk 
it poses to DFRS staff". 

But the committee agreed to the preservation order 
for the yew after hearing that technology existed to 
enable the 60 to 80-year-old tree to be moved to a dif¬ 
ferent part of the site if it was developed. 

They unanimously agreed with development man¬ 
agement services manager Simon Williams that it 
would be "premature" to condemn the tree now.

TWO primary school 
friends are seeing their 
dream of an £80,000 play 
area in Chickerell become 
reality after design propos¬ 
als were showcased during 
a public consultation. 

Friends Elbe Cleaver- 
Coles, 10, and Brooke 
Carter, nine, hope the 
games area will be the 
envy of the borough after 
residents filled the town 
hall to choose which play 
equipment should be in¬ 
stalled. 

The friends, who ini¬ 
tially went to Chickerell 
Town Council to quiz 
them on the lack of facili¬ 
ties in the town, are now 
awaiting the results of the 
questionnaires filled out 
during the consultation by 
250 children and 100 
adults. 

Elbe said: “I think the 
designs are really good, 
lots of good ideas, I l ik e a 
couple of things, I love the 
idea of talking flowers and 
sitting down bits. I just 
like the way they’ve come 
up with ideas and really 
pushed it because we gave 
them ideas and they put 
them in.” 

Brooke said she wanted 
a play area so she did not 
get bored after school and 
thought it would be a good 


opportunity to meet new 
friends. 

“We go to Portland’s 
play area and so Portland 
kids might come to ours. I 
think the Portland kids will 
jealous of our play area,” 
she said. 

The project needs £8,000 
match funding from the 
community to continue, 
however, thanks to the ef¬ 
forts of Chickerell @ Play 
community group, which 
was formed to help pro¬ 
mote the project, 15 per 
cent of that total has been 
raised after just two 
fundraising events in one 
month. 

Founding member of 
Chickerell @ Play, Julie 
Cleaver, said the hope was 
if children became in¬ 
volved in the project now 
it would give them a feel¬ 
ing of ownership and deter 
vandalism of the area in 
future years. 

“We have lots of open 
spaces for football but no 
structured play area so we 
are trying to build in that 
infrastructure,” said Mrs 
Cleaver. 

“Hopefully it will be 
there for their kids. They 
definitely felt part of it; 
some children can actually 
see their ideas incorpo¬ 
rated in the designs.”

Phil's on top of the world in his new career

ANCIENT life is provid¬ 
ing a new life for Phil 
Anslow who is carving out 
a reputation for fossil de¬ 
signs sand blasted into 
stone. 


His current life isn’t ex¬ 
actly mundane because the 
landscape gardener from 


Lodmoor, Weymouth, is 
also a Himalayan moun¬ 
tains guide leading expedi¬ 
tions in Nepal. 

So it is perhaps no sur¬ 
prise to discover that the 
origins of his new art form 
lie on the other side of the 
world. 

Phil, 53, said: “I lived in 
New Zealand from 1989- 
1995 where I was a park 
ranger. 

“I was given a huge 
house to live in and I basi¬ 
cally started to cut out or¬ 
dinary stencils to decorate 
the walls with to make it a 
bit more homely. 

“Being Welsh I chose 
Celtic designs and in creat¬ 
ing about 1001 discovered 
I had a talent for it.” 

In 1995 he came to Wey¬ 
mouth at about the same 
time as the drive was on 
for World Heritage status 
for a large section of the 
Dorset coastline. 

He said: “I saw this and 
thought that I would 
change from doing Celtic 
designs to doing fossils be¬ 
cause the Jurassic Coast is 
so rich in fossils from 
Lyme Regis and Char- 
mouth to Portland. 

“So I started to do fossil 
designs in stone which is a 
complicated procedure 
where the design is sand 


blasted into stone, some¬ 
thing which is carried out 
for me by Stones monu¬ 
mental masons on New- 
stead Road.” 

Phil quickly discovered 
that the designs which peo¬ 
ple liked the most were 
ones of ammonites and 
trilobites. 

He then moved from fo¬ 
cussing on an art form to 
that of an educational 
workshop where he takes 
latex moulds of his fossil 
designs. 

Phil said: “From these I 
make plaster moulds which 
children can take and paint 
for their very own coloured 
fossils. 

“It is very educational 
because children learn the 
names of fossils, they learn 
about the era they come 
from and they learn about 
geology and an art form all 
in one. 

“This is where I am now 
because I have just been 
put on to the Weymouth 
and Portland arts database, 
DepARTure, for schools.” 

What Phil is trying to do 
now is expand even further 
and get his name known 
among as many schools as 
possible. 

He said: “It will enable 
me to bring this art form 
and all this knowledge to 
as many children as possi¬ 
ble.” 

Phil’s growing reputation 


has seen his talents increas¬ 
ingly in demand. 

He said: “Some events I 
go to including fossil fairs 
have seen me on the go 
from the moment I arrive 
until packing up time. 

“Everybody loves what I 
do which is great and Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland coun¬ 
cil has been very 
supportive. 

“They have given me 
special permission for 
2010 to operate workshops 
in any of their parks in 
conjunction with three 
stone carvers from Purbeck 
so everyone can see what 
everyone does. 

“People can come and 
carve their own stone and 
it is all educational in every 
way.” 

Phil is also having to 
cope with an influx of 
commissions including 
ones from archaeologists. 

He said: “They want 
everything from a 
Stegosaurus to Velocirap- 
tors and Pterodactyls and 
many members of the pub¬ 
lic are also approaching me 
to do dinosaur designs on 
stone.” 

As if Phil didn’t have 
enough work on his plate 
he is also planning to ex¬ 
pand to tie in with school 
lessons on Egyptian his¬ 
tory. 

He said: “Hieroglyphics 
work perfectly in stone be¬ 


cause that is how many of 
them were used thousands 
of years ago. 

“Children love it because 
they are getting history, art 
and technology all rolled 
in to one.” 

The tactile nature of 
stone has also seen Phil 
start to do workshops in 
special schools and among 
events he is planning is an 
arts day at Westfield Tech¬ 
nology College, Wey¬ 
mouth. 

Another area of interest 
he sees for the future is 
helping people to celebrate 
a child’s birthday. 

He said: “There has al¬ 


ready been quite a bit of 
interest in me attending 
birthday parties where the 
child and their guests can 
get stuck into painting di¬ 
nosaur and fossil moulds. 

“It can give the child a 
birthday to remember and 
parents are beginning to 
realise that plaster moulds 
are something that gives 
them a distinctive memory 
of their child’s birthday. 
It’s also educational and 
parents like killing two 
birds with one stone.” 

All this varied range of 
work has really made 
Phil’s life busy, but he has 
still got enough time left to 


make plans for taking an 
expedition out to base 
camp at Mount Everest in 
October 2010. 

He said: “This 18-day 
trek will include tours of 
Buddhist monasteries and 
Kathmandu. 

“People will stay in a 
palace which was the for¬ 
mer home of the kings of 
Nepal and from there we 
will make a trek for two 
weeks up to the Mount 
Everest base camp at 
19,000ft. 

“There are no fossils 
there but everyone will 
feel on top of the world!”

Haddock fish fingers 
serves 4 

THIS dish is of course a 
bit more labour-inten¬ 
sive than reaching into 
the freezerbut well 
worth the extra effort. 

We know that kids love 
them, and grown-ups too 
and interesting whether 
they detect the differ¬ 
ence in the real from the 
faux. 

Serve these with 
tartare sauce and classic 
mushy peas or a simple 
salad and chips and I’ll 
let you into a little sub¬ 
mission a bag of frozen 
peas can be blended to a 
coarse puree to make 
posh pea puree. 

You can use pollack for 
this or any other firm 
white fish. 

500g haddock fillet, 
skinned, boned and cut 
into 8cm x 2cm fingers 
flour for dusting 

1 large egg, beaten 
lOOg fresh white bread¬ 
crumbs 

vegetable or corn oil for 
frying 

Season the pieces of 
haddock with salt and 
pepper. Spread the flour 
in one shallow dish, put 
the beaten egg in an¬ 
other and the bread¬ 
crumbs in a third. Coat 
the pieces of fish first in 
the flour, then the egg 
and finally the bread¬ 
crumbs. 

Heat a generous 
amount of oil in a heavy- 
bottomed frying pan and 
cook the fish fingers for 
about 2 minutes on each 
side, until nicely 
browned. Drain on some 
kitchen paper and serve. 

Creamed Arbroath 
smokies with soft- 
boiled duck egg 
serves 4 

ARBROATH smokies are 
not as popular as the 
once were and in my 
eyes need a bit of a re¬ 
vival. 

I think along with kip¬ 
pers they probably just 
drifted out of vogue 
maybe because home 
cooks didn’t want there 
kitchen stinking or 
maybe the bones. 

If you cant get Ar¬ 
broath smokies then just 
poach and lightly flake 
some smoked Finnan 
haddock. Serve with sol¬ 
diers of toast as a break¬ 
fast dish or a starter. 

2 arbroath smokies or 
about 500g smoked had¬ 
dock, skinned and 
boned 


1 leek, halved, finely 
shredded and washed 
a couple of good knobs 
of butter 

250-300ml double cream 
4 duck’s eggs 
salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

Remove the skin from 
the smokies then remove 
the flesh from the bones, 
double checking you 
haven’t left any in. If 
your using smoked had¬ 
dock then poach it in 
milk or water for 3-4 
minutes, drain and 
break up the flesh. 

Gently cook the leeks 
in the butter for 3-4 min¬ 
utes until soft then ad 
the cream and smokies. 
Season lightly and sim¬ 
mer until the cream has 
reduced and just coating 
the fish. Check the sea¬ 
soning and re season if 
necessary. 

Meanwhile soft boil the 
ducks eggs by carefully 
placing in simmering 
water for five minutes 
then refreshing in cold 
water for a minute so its 
cool enough to handle. 
Carefully peel and either 
serve whole on the 
creamed smokie or cut it 
in half.

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0) 'It was just what you had to do' 



I t was the early hours 
of the morning as 
driver George Glover 
unloaded his final few 
Jerry cans at a fuel depot 
in an unknown area of 
France. 

As he turned to get 
back in to the cab, he was 
confronted by two Ger¬ 
man soldiers just feet 
away from him. Un¬ 
armed and with a Tommy 
Gun pointing straight at 
them, he turned to his 
driving partner. “What 
are we going to do now?” 
asked his friend. “I don’t 
know they’re the ones 
with the gun,” George 
said. 

His friend decided to 
take a chance and wres¬ 
tled the gun from the 
German officer and they 
marched them back to 
their base. 

The two German offi¬ 
cers turned out to be Pol¬ 
ish deserters who had 
been forced to fight. 

This, said George, was 
one of the most frighten¬ 
ing times he had during 
the war but it was one of 
many close shaves. 

Due to the nature of his 
job as an apprentice com¬ 


positor George was ex¬ 
empt from a call up to the 
army for 12 months. 

Having registered at 17, 
it wasn’t until he was re¬ 
placed in his job after a 
year that he was called 
up into the Royal Army 
Service Corps. 

His papers came 
through on February, 
12th 1942 when he was 
just 19. 

George was posted to 
the number one training 
Battalion in 

Bournemouth where he 
did his drill, footwork 
and driving training. 

During his training 
George picked up his 
first war injury, which 
survives to this day. 

“I damaged my hearing 
during training on the 
range. Five or six others 
had fired the gun before 
me and now it was my 
turn. The first round I 
fired the whole lot blew 
up. 

“The magazine came 
out, the bolt came out 
and I couldn’t hear a 
thing. I went to the Med¬ 
ical Officer who told me 
it would come back in 
about two or three days.

“It didn’t get any better 
all through the war years 
but I never did anything 
about until 20 years ago. 
I had it checked out by 
Vauxhall who I worked 
for in Luton and they had 
told me the deafness had 
been caused by the blast. 
“When I moved here I 
went to the ministry 
about it and they sent 
someone down to have a 
look. A nurse came and 
checked my hearing and 
then I had a letter to say 
that I had been awarded a 
pension for it, which I 
should have had when I 
came out the army. 

“Anyway they said I 
would be awarded a pen¬ 
sion and it would be 
backdated to when it 
should have started. It 
worked out at £21 a week 
so I got about £1,000.” 

George was posted to 
Donnington and then 
Bradford before the 
newly formed 516 com¬ 
pany for the D-Day Inva¬ 
sion.

George collected his 
vehicle from Glasgow 
and was then posted to 
Walton-on-the-Naize. He 
first stepped on foreign 
land on D-Day plus two. 

“Nobody realised how 
big the Normandy land¬ 
ings were going to be. 
When we got our march¬ 
ing orders we went off to 
Southampton and we laid 
there until we got the or¬ 
ders that we had to go 
forward.” 

George was not able to 
enter the compound at 
Southampton as he had to 
stay outside with his ve¬ 
hicle. 

On D-Day plus two he 
drove his vehicle onto a 
landing ship tanks and 
then spent nine hours at 
sea as they travelled to 
Normandy where he 
landed at Juno beach. 

After arriving at Nor¬ 
mandy George almost 
found himself driving 
straight into the hands of 
the enemy. 

“We got inside 
Courselles and then our 
convoy stopped, or at 
least I thought it had 
stopped. The lorry in 
front of me had broken 
down but I couldn’t see 
past it. 

“I got out to have a look 
and a dispatch rider came 
up and he told me to go 
on. I pulled round him 
and went off and we 
came to a junction. There 
was a Canadian Military 
Police Officer there who 
waved me on. 

“We got about half a 
mile down the road and 
we saw these two sol¬ 
diers sitting in the hedge 
with a Vickers machine 
gun. I asked them if a 
convoy had come past 
and we were looking for 
number one line of com¬ 
munications. 

“He said ‘if you go up 
there a bit further you’ll 
be in number one line of 
communications because 
Jerry’s up there’." 

While spending such a 
long time away from 
home, receiving a letter 
was something George 
always looked forward 
to. 

He was out on detach¬ 
ment at a coal depot on 
the outskirts of 
Brunswick where once a 
week a driver would 
come and deliver the 
mail. Having gone six 
weeks without receiving 
a letter George felt some¬ 
thing was up and asked 
the driver if he could go 
back with him to the 
depot. 

“ It was only four or 
five miles down the road. 



We got in the motor and 
this old fat woman got 
in next to me. There 
were three of us in the 
cab with me wedged in 
the middle. There were 
all these young German 
lads on the back as well 
who lived in Brunswick 
and worked with us at 
the coal depot. 

“We were driving 
along and we got stuck 
behind a horse and cart. 
There was traffic com¬ 
ing the other way so the 
driver tried overtaking 
on the nearside of it but 
as he did the bank gave 
way. 

“The motor went 
down the bank and I was 
stuck with this woman 
on top of me and she 
was a big lady.” 

He managed to push 
his way out and get clear 
of the vehicle, his 
biggest worry was the 
lorry catching alight. 

After checking no-one 
was hurt George man¬ 
aged to get to the road¬ 
side and thumb a lift to 
Brunswick with a pass¬ 
ing car. 

“When I got into the 
camp I told them what 
had happened and they 
sent a motor out to tow 
the van back and then to 


top it all off, when I got 
the post and I had no let¬ 
ters at all!” 

George had a few 
lucky escapes but there 
were many who weren’t 
so lucky. 

George was asleep in 
his lorry one day in Nor¬ 
mandy while he was 
loaded up with ammo. 
When he was ready to 
leave someone told him 
that one of the guys 
loading the lorry was his 
neighbour from back 
home. George decided 
to try and find him a 
couple of days later 
when he returned. 

“When I came back 
after delivering my 
ammo, I spoke to my of¬ 
ficer and he said I could 
go up to see if could see 
him. When I got there 
they told me he was 
killed the night before. 
Four of them went up to 
lay a smokescreen and a 
shell landed between 
them and killed the lot 
of them. 

“I found out after¬ 
wards that the day be¬ 
fore he got killed he was 
speaking to his brother 
in the next village from 
where he was stationed, 
so at least he saw his 
brother before he got 


killed.” 

George was a month 
shy of being de-mobbed 
when he was given 
compassionate leave. 

George was one of 
five brothers, four of 
which served in the war. 
George’s brother John 
had spent four years in a 
prisoner of war camp 
before being re-patriated 
due to illness. 

“The story was that he 
was hit round the head 
with a rifle butt while he 
was being marched to 
Germany. 

“He spent nearly four 
years in hospital in Ger¬ 
many and he was 20 
years in hospital when 
he came out.” 

George returned to 
Normandy in 2004 to 
celebrate the 60th an¬ 
niversary of D-Day. 

He was given a heroe’s 
welcome but is very 
humble about what he 
did. 

“I think you have to be 
proud of what you did 
over there but at the 
time you just took it in 
your stride. I didn’t even 
think about it, it was just 
what you had to do,” he 
said.

NEW Astra nominated for Car of 
the Year shortlist just one month 
before hitting UK dealers 

One year after collecting the 2009 
European Car of the Year award for 
Vauxhall, the Insignia may now be 
handing the mantle to the all-new 
Astra, which is on a short list of cars 
to take the honour for 2010. 

The Astra is one of seven cars to 
have been chosen from a field of 33 
cars new to the market. A jury of 59 
top automotive journalists from 23 
countries placed the Astra on a 
shortlist of seven cars, and will an¬ 
nounce this year’s winner on No¬ 


vember 30.

“The 
Insignia’s year as a COTY holder 
has been hugely successful, with it 
beating all our sales projections. 
The Astra’s place on the 2010 
shortlist proves that Vauxhall can 
consistently hit the mark for design, 
comfort, safety, driving pleasure, 
and many other criteria the short¬ 
listed cars will be judged on.” 

In fact, the Astra has won COTY 
once before, in 1985 for the Mk. 2 
model. Vauxhall followed up with 


another win two years later for the 
Omega, and then again in 2009 
with the Insignia, which has gone 
on to become the UK’s biggest sell¬ 
ing mid-size car, with sales in ex¬ 
cess of 38,000 since its launch last 
January. 

The Astra is produced at 
Ellesmere Port, the tenth Vauxhall 
compact-class car to be built in the 
Cheshire plant since 1964.

MANAGER Roy O'Brien was left seething at his side's dis¬ 
mal display, describing them as"Jekyll and Hyde" after 
they surrendered an early lead at the Jewson Stadium last 
Tuesday. 

Having earned the county town their second successive 
away win with a battling display at Havant &Waterloovilie 
just three days earlier, the same players produced an 
inept performance that left the home fans bewildered. 

The Magpies got off to a flying start by taking the lead 
in the fifth minute when Andre McCollins floated a diag¬ 
onal pass just over Aaron Cooke's head for Ryan Moss.

HAVING watched England disappoint rather against Aus¬ 
tralia last weekend, I really should have watched a local 
rugby game on Saturday last. Old loyalties proved too strong 
however and I journeyed to Sandy Park to watch Exeter play 
the Cornish Pirates. 

In the event though, there were one or two who were also 
absent from the local rugby scene. The HONITON first side 
were without a fixture in the Devon League North and East 
section. Their Colts side too had the weekend off. 

In Somerset, the Chard third side were able to do their 
Christmas shopping early, while over in Dorset & Wilts 
League Division Three (South), the Weymouth second side 
were likewise involved. 

In fact, a weekend that was already a little sparse as far as 
local rugby was concerned, was made even more so after the 
weather had taken a hand. 

Understandably after wet Friday, SIDMOUTH’S game 
against visitors, BRIXHAM that was due to take place at the 
Blackmoor, together with WEYMOUTH’S home encounter 
against WARMINSTER, fell victim to the weather. 

CHARD’S Somerset Premier league game at the Dening 
Field against OLD SULAINS and the outing of CHARD 2nd 
at SOMERTON, were both called off owing to the respective 
grounds being deemed unfit for play. 

Honiton seconds game at Withycombe also did not go 
ahead. 

BLANDFORD 3pts BRIDPORT 13pts 

THE Bridport club is, overall, stronger in depth than it has 
been in recent years and it coped with some seven team 
changes in beating an improving home side after a game in 
which the weather played a massive role. A strong wind was 
blowing down the ground and Bridport had it at their backs 
in the first period. 

Strangely, all the scoring came before the contest was half 
an hour old.

THE SAWYER IMPRESSES FRANCOME 

THE SAWYER earned high praise from former 
seven times champion national hunt jockey John 
Francome who claimed he would "come out of re¬ 
tirement to ride that horse"despite finishing sec¬ 
ond at Cheltenham last Friday. 

The nine-year-old was having a warm-up race 
prior to racing next weekend either at Haydock in 
the Betfair Chase or the Becher Handicap Chase 
at Aintree as a possible stepping stone to the 
John Smith Grand National next April. 

Although beaten into second place in the Irish 
Times Amateur Riders' Handicap Chase by Razor 
Royale, he jumped superbly throughout the race, 
prompting the comment from Francome now an 
award winning pundit on Channel 4's Racing pro¬ 
gramme. 

Trainer Bob Buckler added: It was an amazingly 
good run. He jumped superbly from fence to 
fence and never put a foot wrong and Mark Wall 
gave him a lovely ride." 

Unfortunately Dream Champion who was dis¬ 
puting the lead with the first two fell two out forc¬ 
ing Wall to take evasive action resulting in him 
losing his stirrups. By the time he recovered Nigel 
Twiston-Davis's horse had stolen a march on him. 

"Doesn't he deserve to win a race," said Buckler 
after Clyffe Hanger was beaten a neck at Exeter. 
"That's the third time in a month he has finished 
in the frame without winning. 

"The handicapper keeps raising his weight; he 
as been put up 201b since he finished second at 
Kempton 18 months ago but has still continued 
to improve; but he continues to put in very con¬ 
sistent performances." 

With winner The Great Alfie they were 25 
lengths clear of the third horse which will proba¬ 


bly mean another penalty. 

His only two wins came as a five year old but 
after losing confidence after a fall over fences, 
Buckler reverted him back to hurdling. Having put 
in a number of good performances. Buckler will 
now start schooling him back over fences to try 
and regain his confidence. 

"He's not the bravest horse but has great poten¬ 
tial." 

MITCHELL STILL PINCHING HIMSELF 

NICK Mitchell still cannot quite believe he 
notched up a big-race double two Saturday's ago. 

The Listener's all-the-way win 
the JNwine.com Champion Chase at Down Royal 
and Ellerslie George's success in the Badger Ales 
Trophy at Wincanton gave the Piddletrenthide 
trainer a day to remember. 

He said:"lt was unbelievable. Even the morning 
after it was not quite registering. Guy Henderson, 
the owner of Ellerslie George, rang up and asked 
if it did actually happen and I said it did as it was 
in the newspapers." 

Mitchell reports his two stable stars to be in top 
form following their well-documented exploits. 

"The Listener looks really good. Those condi¬ 
tions are the key to him. I don't know another 
horse that can handle horrible ground like he 
does and his jumping was impeccable. 

"It will be the plan to go back for the John 
Durkan at Punchestown next month. He's won it 
before and he nearly won it again last year. It will 
be a hotter race by the look of it. He's a Grade 1 
chaser so he'll keep going in those races." 

In contrast, Ellerslie George may well be given 
a holiday after his victory in the hands of the 
owner's son, 7lb-claiming amateur Robbie Hen¬ 


derson. 

"He too is as bright as a button. I was proud of 
Robbie. He carried out my instructions to a tee 
and slightly stole it a bit," Mitchell went on. 

"The plan was to use his jumping and the fact 
he had the lightest weight in the end. We wanted 
to make that tell. 

"We'll see what the handicapper does to him, 
but we might give him a little break now. I've got 
to talk to the owner but there's a possibility of 
bringing him back early spring. He does like de¬ 
cent ground." 

Tizzard looking for handicappers help 

COLIN Tizzard is hoping the handicapper will 
show some mercy and drop Joe Lively a few 
pounds following his comeback run at Down 
Royal. 

The Dorset trainer feels his smart staying chaser 
is hard to place and would like to see a drop in his 
rating of 165. 

Joe Lively won the Letheby & Christopher Chase 
at Cheltenham in January but then injured a ten¬ 
don at Kempton in February. He was having his 
first race since when fifth to The Listener in theJN- 
wine.com Champion Chase. 

"He just needed the run a bit - we thought he 
might," said Sherborne-based Tizzard.

TERRAS BOARD ACCEPT TAKEOVER BID 


ADMINISTRATION TO BE AVOIDED

WEYMOUTH are set to 

avoid administration after accepting a takeover 
bid by a consortium led by Dorset-based financial 
advisor, Chris Ryan. 

TheTerras have been on the brink of collapse for 
weeks and last month invited interested parties 
to contact them with rescue proposals. 

Bids were received from Ryan and former Cam¬ 
bridge United chairman, George Rolls. 

Ryan, who is being supported by property de¬ 
veloper Steve Beasant, wants to plough £150,000 
into the club immediately to help avoid adminis¬ 
tration. 

Its thought that Rolls was offering an injection 
of £50,000-a figure that may have increased fol¬ 
lowing a two-month settling in period. 

A club statement said:"The board of Weymouth 
Football Club have agreed to pursue the offer 
made by Chris Ryan and Steve Beasant, subject to 


certain conditions being 
met in order to safe¬ 
guard the club's future. 
"A deadline of one 
week, 12 noon on Monday, November 23, 2009, 
has been set for Mr Ryan and Mr Beasant to satisfy 
the conditions imposed. 

"The board would like to thank both Mr Ryan's 
consortium and Mr George Rolls for their interest 
in Weymouth Football Club." 

Despite having had his consortium's bid ac¬ 
cepted, Ryan will now have to come to an 
arrangement with major creditor, Malcolm Curtis. 

The former chairman is owed more than 
£220,000 by the club in loans and is believed to 
be against Ryan and Beasant's takeover propos¬ 
als. 

Curtis is also a director of Wessex Park Delivery 
LLP, the company that owns the land surrounding 
the View From Stadium and that is still proposing 
to build a new home for the Terras in the future. 

Curtis today declined to comment on the latest 
developments saying: "There is nothing I want to 


say publically at this stage." 

Club director Paul Cocks has also voiced his con¬ 
cerns and has tendered his resignation from the 
board, and in a statement released just before the 
bid was accepted, Cocks said: "As currently the 
club's largest individual shareholder, and as a di¬ 
rector whose resignation has not yet been ac¬ 
cepted, I wish to comment further on the offer 
from Ryan and Beasant. 

"They have offered to inject £150,000 in to the 
club in order to avoid administration. 

"I have informed the board that, should they 
wish to accept that proposal, then I will not op¬ 
pose it provided that it is dealt with through so¬ 
licitors to ensure that the money is in fact 
received by the club." 

View From Weymouth understands that Cocks' 
resignation has now been accepted and that he 
is no longer a director of the Terras. 

The decision means that last night's league 
match at home to Woking, and Saturday's FATro- 
phy clash with local rivals Dorchester Town will 
take place.
